18—The 
fifth 
tfrnatioDal convention of the Bap<ist 
Youcg People's Union of America was 
begun today. 
It was sweltering hot 
within the enclosure of the great tent 
brought here from Clevelaud for the 
convention. 
The 
decorations 
were 
simple. 
Banked beSind the officers 
stage was the chorus of 500 voices. 


The delegations begin 
to 
arrive 
early. 
New York marched in singing 
to the cornet accompaniment and was 
welcomed with a generous clapping oí 
hands, 
Brooklyn soon followed, the 
caps bearing the word and 
figures, 
"Brooklyn, 1897," a suggestion that the 
convention should go to the City of 
Churches two years hence 
At 9:30 
the 1,500-pound bell rang out its call 
for delegates and people generally to 
gather at the tent and the arrivals 
were rapid thereafter. 


Promptly at 10 o'clock 
President 
John H. Chapman, of Chicago, arose 
and called upon the chorus, which re- 
sponded with two selections. 
Bev. C. 
A. Hobbs, D. D., of Delavan, Wis., 
mad^ an earnest prayer. 
The presi- 
dent was very happy in his address and 
called forth much laughter when he 
alluded to the warm hearts and the 
warm sun of the south. 


As the president closed his address 
the 
large 
Pennsylvania 
delegation 
marched in singing a hymn to the 
music of "Maryland, My Maryland," 
and was loudly applauded. 
The chorus 
rendered some more hymns to horn and 
piano accompanimenis, and Mr. Eugene 
Levering, chairman of the board of 
trade of Baltimore, delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome, on behalf of the 
churches of Baltimore. 
Mr. Levering 
was followed , by Mayor Latrobe, who 
gave to the delegates an earnest and 
cordial welcome to Baltimore and Mary- 
land. 
Rev. H. M. Wharton, D. D., 
made the address on behalf of the Bap- 
tist Young Poeple's societies of Balti- 
more. 


"You believe," he said, ' in a com- 
plete separation of church and state. 
You do not believe in the little hat but 
you do believe in the little red school 
house." 


Dr. Wharton closed a spirited and 
much applauded discourse by giving a 
welcome, ten thousand welcomes, to 
the delegates, winding up with the 
"Flag of Jesus," to the music of "Star 
Spangled Banner." 
' Blessed be the 
Tie That Binds" followed. 


The response on behalf of the board 
of maoagers of the international Union 
and delegates was made by Rev. L. M. 
Hainer, of Troy, N. Y., and was a grac- 
ious and graceful tribute to the Bap- 
tists of Baltimore who labored zealously 
and successfully to provide for the 
comfort of the delegates. 


The annual report of the board of 
managers was then presented by Rev. 
F. L. Wilkins, D. D , general secretary. 
Two addresses were made in movinc 
the adoption of the annual report. One 
was by Rev. 0. S. C. Wallace, of Toron- 
to, on "Culture for Service," the other 
by Rev. Roland D. Grant, D. D. of 
Portland, Ore., on "The Junior Society, 
the Hope of Movement." 


The several committees 
were ap- 
pointed and the morning session was 
adjpurned. 
Delegates and visitors re- 
tired to beautiful Druid Hill park, be- 
side which the tent was pitched, and 
enjoyed a basket picnic. 


At the afternoon session Bev. John- 
son Myers, pastor of Emanuel church, 
Chicago, delivered an address, speaking 
as follows:

CBOWN POINT, Ind , July 18 — Judge 
Gillett decided in the circuit court that 
the order heretofore issued to tempo 
rarily restrain racing on the Roby track 
be continued in force until the final 
hearing of the case in September. 
As 
the trial at that time will consume some 
time, and it being fair to prei-ume that 
no arguments of a character to cause a 
reversal of opinion on the mind of the 
court can then be adduced, there is 
hardly a chance of another race on the 
Indiana course before April 1.5. 1896 
An appeal can and will be taken to the 
supreme court, but its decision cannot 
well be handed down before the legal 
racing year has expired. 


The same attorneys who were present 
on Monday were on hand today, the 
proceedings being opened by Attorney 
General Ketcham's presentation of the 
original information signed by Governor 
Matthews, for which purpose the hear- 
ing was postponed on Monday. 
The 
court allowed each side one hour for 
argument. 
Attorney John

! duel yesterday developed into general 
j engagpmest, representatives of Phila- 
delphia, Kanpai? City, Cleveland and 
elpowhere pitching into the engage- 
ment after the two principals had 
hacked each other up to the limit. The 
outsiders who ventured into the fight 
included H. L. Bliss, 0 B. Gunn 
and 
E. B. Starr. 
The hoetilities began by 
Mr. Horr remarking in » pointed man- 
ner that Mr. Harvey read an essay here 
yesterday upon the condition of the 
world during tb© fiiteenth century end 
especially upon the discovery of Ameri- 
ca in 1492. Mr. Horr quoted Profeeeor 
Thorold Rogers, Hallam, Mallhus and 
others to show the cause of miiiions in 
Europe rifting be'ore 1492, and that of 
the feudal aristocracy with its tyranny, 
was crumbling to a fall. 


Mr. Harvey replied: 
When I volun- 
teered to explain the preface to the 
"school" yesterday without waiting for 
it to be attacked because gold standard 
papers all over the United States had 
charged that it was a iorgary, that no 
such quotation as was there used was 
ever made from the report of any mon- 
etary commission or any other official 
document, I read from a report ot the 
United States monetary commission oi 
of 1876, not for the purpose of entering 
into an argument on political economy 
of the years 1400 to 1500, but simply to 
show that all of the friends from New 
York and elsewhere who had accused 
me of forgery were wrong. 


Mr. Horr—The matter we were talk- 
ing about when we closed last night 
was the question whether the framers 
of the bill of 1792 intended to establish 
two measures 
of value. 
Mr. 
Har- 
vey 
criticised 
Judge 
Vincent, 
of 
Chicago. 
Some 
private 
individ- 
uals 
submitted 
a 
question 
to 
him, and he decided it as he 
hon- 
estly believed was right, and there is 
this peculiarity about it, it is right. 
Here is what Judge Vincent decided. 
It is undoubtedly true that the milled 
dollar as it was then current was the 
starting point and the number of grains 
that compose the gold dollar was ascer 
tained by dividing the number of grains 
in the silver dollar by 15. But this 
does not alter the fact that the units 
were expressed in gold and silver. 
On 
the contrary it seems to show that both 
were made units of value. 
The word 
unit is employed aa the equivalent of 
dollar, and the dollar was to consist of 
either one of the two different thinge, 
one-tenth part of 247.} grains of gold, or 
371^ grains of silver, just as equal 
values may bo 
embodied 
in given 
weights of any two given commodities, 
such as wheat or corn. 


Mr, Harvey—Yesterday at the close 
after I had quoted as authority for sil! 
ver being the unit of the statute itself 
the utterance of Secretary Gallatin, the 
decision of Chief Justice Chase, of the 
supreme court of the United 
States, 
and other numerous authorities, in- 
cluding Roswell G. Horr, of New York, 
we agreed to take up the demonetiza- 
tion act of 1873 in today's debate, and 
having waited for him to begin, and he 
not beginning, I now will Etart. 


Mr, Horr—I bog pardon, you mis- 
quote me, 
I stated last night that I 
had not got through with the unit of 
value; that I had some other th'Dgs to 
submit. 


Mr. Harvey—ind the order was that 
the crime of 1873, as we call it, came 
next after the discussion of the unit. 


Mr. Horr—I am not through 
with 
that yet. 
Mr. Horr, following on this 
eubject, said: 
We cow come to a dis- 
cussion of the law which changed this 
nation from bimetallic nation to a sin- 
gle standard nation, the law of 187:^, 
which Brother Harvey kindly names a 
crime. 
I propose to show you during 
this discuEBiou that no law has ever 
been passed by an American congress 
which was more completely and fully 
undsrstood than the law of 1873. 
The 
statement which he read to you that 
the scheme was concocted in London, 
is a simple assertion upon which he 
cannot produce one sointilla of reputa- 
ble truth, nor one word. 
The law of 
1873 had its origin, as all euch laws 
have, in the brains of experts. 
The 
question of coinage and mintage is a 
most intiicate one. 
It is one of tho 
most complicated problemB with which 
philosophical men have PV€-r grappled. 
It h&5 been in procft jb of development 
from the earlieat »tages of humanity 
down to the present lime, which has 
given U8 a system of monf^y as perfect 
as it has come to be st this time.

Cnn-Aco, .July 17—The third d ly cf 
tho Horr-Harvey KÌlver debate opened 
in the auditorium of the Illinoìij club 
at 13 a.m. today, the lat^-neee of the 
starting hour heretofore h.'ivirg been 
found more or lees inconvenient in 
some respects. 
The subject under dis- 
cussion was what Mr. Harvey 
had 
characterized in his book as ' The 
Crime of 1873"—the demonetization oi 
silver. 
A iter 
some 
miscelianeoua 
sparring, Mr. Harvey charged corrup- 
tion in the passage of the di-monetiza 
tion of silver. 
Mr. Horr. in reply, re- 
pudinted the iu^erence thnt the citi- 
zens of the United States were all 
corrupt and none of their 
women 
virtuous. 
He declared that it was not 
true that every man had hie price. 
He 
knew whereof he spoke, for he had 
been a member of congreess himseH. 
Mr. Horr then took up the history of 
the demonetization act and proceeded 
to show the stages through which it 
had passed and that its final enactment 
was not until after it had been before 
congress for nearly three years. 


Mr. Harvey then returned to the 
attack upon the honesty of legislators 
throughout the country, including con- 
gress and the Illinois and Colorado 
legislatures. 
This venality was sapping 
the foundations of the ¿ovsrnment, as 
it had sapped the foundations and 
destroyed every republic of the past. 


Mr. Horr again returned to the de- 
fense of the honesty of the 
American 
people 
He said Mr. Harvey 
merely 
picked out a few corrupt men 
and 
drew from them the proposition 
that 
the people of the nation were all cor- 
rupt. 
Why, if Mr. Harvey had lived 
in Job's time he would have looked 
over that UDfortunate man's sores and 
would have gone out and published 
throughout the world that all Chaldee 
was one immense carbuncle. 
Mr. 
Horr then, amid laughter, said he 
would return to the question under 
discussion and proceeded with 
the 
history of the demonetization of silver, 
pointing out how the bill had been 
read in full several timi-s and 
printed 
separately eleven times and twice in 
the reports of the comptroller of the 
currency. 
The debates in the senate 
on it occupied sixty-six columns in the 
congressional record. 
In the report o? 
the committee it was stated that it had 
been examined line by line and word 
by word and was finally passed. 
He 
would show that in so doing the senate 
knew what it was about. 


Mr. Haryey, in reply, said that Mr. 
Horr would have to retreat from hio 
position when the proper time came. 
In point of fact, the bill about which 
he had been talking was not the bill 
finally passed. 
Judge Kelly, in pre- 
senting the bill in the house, said that 
it wag merely a codification of the mint 
laws. 
In response to a question. Judge 
Kelly replied that the bill made no 
change in the value of the coins of the 
nation. 
In 1872 when the bill came 
up again, it was spoken of as a bill on a 
dry subject and members lost interest. 
It was at that time, as appears irom the 
record, that the first disclosure of the 
intention to change the standard to 
gold was made in a speech by Mr. 
Hooper. 
But there was reason to be- 
lieve that the speech was not 
actually 
delivered, but was printed by leave, or 
was read from manuscript and those 
words omitted. 
But no reference was 
made to the demonetization of silver. 
In the enrollment of the bili a clause 
was omitted which had the effect of 
limiting the coinage of silver. 


Mr. Horr, replying, charged 
Mr. 
Harvey with quoting a single sentence 
and leaving out the modifying context. 
The Record showed that thia statement 
was made in the morning and was not 
under leave to print. 
In the very 
speech referred to by Mr. Harvey, the 
speaker eaid this biil provided for a 
standard, "in a single metal," instead 
of as before in two metals, end that all 
coins, except subsidiary coins, should 
be of gold. 


Mr. Horr then spoke of the demone- 
tiz-ition of silver in 181f) aa the result 
of experience ia the use of the double 
standard. 
In 1871 Germany adopted 
the gold Gtacdard and threw 
on 
the 
market $300,000,000 in silver. 
It was 
this that bet the world to considering 
the silver question—not any gold bug 
conspiracy. 
The financial policy of no 


great nstiou was ever domi aatcd b;/ r 
conspiracy. 


This clo.^ed the debate for the d-iy 
except the arswi ring o'' ijueitlons by 
the disputnntspropounded by members 
of the pud!et}ce.

It sometimes yields so abixndantly that 
after half its crop is gathered and stored 
to keep the family till chestnuts come 
again there remains the other half to be 
sold to bring a still further income to 
its frugal owners. It will be readily seen, 
therefore, that Italians take naturally to 
roasting and peddling chestnuts. 


A finer shade tree is seldom to be 
found, as Longfellow appreciated when 
he wrote: 


Beneath a spreading chestnut tree 
The village smithy stands. 


One great advantage the chestnut has 
over other trees is that for some reason 
worms will not attack it. 
One can sit 
nnder its thick foliage, therefore, with- 
out danger at any moment of feeling a 
caterpillar WTiggling down his back. 
This is a very great recommendation. 
And if one were to consult an Italian 
cookboolc he would certainly find any- 
where from 30 to 50 different recipes for

She, it appears, 
ran into the coach as the train started 
to shower rice upon the bride and 
groom and in jumping ofif tripped up 
and severely cut her head, face and 
hands and received painful bruises 
upon her body. Though badly injured, 
it is thought she will recover.

THE BOWDBN TRAGEDY STILL A MYSTERY. 


The oircumstances surrounding the 
tragic death of Operator Harry Bowden 
are still shrouded in mystery. The 
coroner's investigations have developed 
nothing further than were recorded 
yesterday, other than that the un- 
fortunate man was undoubtedly dead 
before the train struck him. In fact, 
his body had become almost cold, indi- 
cating that death had taken place a 
considerable time before the remains 
were discovered. 
In an inner pocket 
was found $16, which had been over- 
looked by those who searched the dead 
man's clothing soon after the remains 
were picked up, and in another pocket 
his watch was found. The remains 
have been taken to Crestline, where, 
they will be buried t^is afternoon. 
John Bowden, father of the deceased, 
is running an engine on the east end 
local freight, between Crestline and 
Lima, and does not run in and out of 
Pittsburg, as stated yesterday. 


POWERFUL ELECTRIC LOCOMOTITE. 


A dispatch from Baltimore says: 
"All possible question of the ability of 
electric locomotive No. 1, of the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad to pull the 
heaviest trains through the belt line 
tunnel, was disposed of 
yesterday. 
With the tremendous load of twenty- 
six cars, all laden, and two locomotives, 
the electric monster pulled through 
the tunnel with not nearly all its 
power on. 
This test of the motive was 
the most important that has yet been 
made. The load pulled was at least 
2,800,000 pounds. The two steam en- 
gines, which were attached to the train, 
joined their forces when the electric 
locomotive was detached to take the 
train on its journey east. 


THE KLKS' EXCURSION. 


The Elks bave congregated in vast 
numbers at Eome City and the crowd 
will be very materially swelled when 
the special train from this city at 6 
o'clock tonight arrives at the resort.

A SUBSTITUTE FOR WOOD. 


Flanks Made of Cork Will Be Used In the 
Xew Ships. 


Several months ago the board of in- 
epection and survey of the navy depart- 
ment was direeted to make an investiga- 
tion with a view of obtaining some prac- 
tical substitute for wood in fitting naval 
vessels. The desire for a substitute was 
the fact that a lighter material was 
wanted if possible, one that would not 
take so much space in the vessel, and 
more than anything else a material that 
would not splinter. 
It was also desira- 
ble to have a noncombustible substance. 


The board has made a report to the 
secretary of the navy, and some of its 
recommendations have been adopted by 
him, and it is probable that several of 
the new ships will be fitted with tbe 
new material as a substitute for wood. 


One of the best materials vs^hich has 
been found by the board is a wood sub- 
stitute composed of waste cork. This is 
subjected to 400 degrees of heat, afid it 
is then pressed into blocks of any re- 
quired size. 
It can be sawed into thin 
strips or handled very much as wood is 
handled. 
Cork has a gum which great 
heat melts and glues its particles to- 
gether in a compact mass. 
After being 
pressed it sticks together as tightly as 
if it had grown that way. 
The cork 
boards may be made heavy or light, as 
wanted. 
Some of the lighter kinds are 
used in the walls of refrigerators. 
It 
is a nonconductor and can scarcely be 
made to burn. 
This material is used in 
the place of wood in German vessels. 
Commander Bradford, who made the 
search and examination of this particu- 
lar substitute, found that the Germans 
were using it under a patent taken out 
by John Smith of New York, and that 
companies in the United States had ob- 
tained rights for its manufacture here. 
—Washington Post. 


WOMEN TOOK THE FARES. 


They Ban the Street Cars of Borne In Aid 
of Charity. 


Tlie ladies of Rome, Ga., have just 
gone through with an experience that 
has been of unprecedented beauty. Some 
time ago Superintendent Mai-vin of the 
Rome Electric Railway company offered 
them the electric cars for one day, the 
net proceeds to go to the St. Peter's 
church building fund. 


They accepted, and they have just 
completed the task. The leading society 
women of the city got together and di- 
vided up the time into turns of two 
hours each, and one married and two 
single ladies took tho different turns. 


Tlie girls put on tlieir most attractive 
summer gai-meuts, sewed bands of rib- 
bon on them with "Conductor" iu large 
letters on the front, ajid they just took 
the to^m by storm.

STATE NEWS. 


The naval war of the future is to be 


conducted largely by seagoing torpedo 
vessels. Tho three new torpedo boats 
which onr navy department will cause 
to be constructed at once will bo of the 
most improved modem pattern. The 
United States is not yet on a level with 
France in the effectiveness of its torpedo 
boat service, but the new vessels of this 
class will shove us far on the road. Tho 
new boats will bo of steel, twin screws 
anil will be of a sizo to hold ) 80 tons of 
machinery and armament. 
They must 


also, according to tho specifications, be 
able to run not less than 2G miles an 
hour for two consecutive hours. They 
will thus bo among the speediest torpedo 
vessels afloat. 


Whatever excuse thoro may be iij the 


minds of people for lynching a murderer 
at any time there certainly is no justifi- 
cation, for lynching ouo who is con- 
demned to be hanged and ou whom the 
sentence is in a few days to be certainly 
executed.

A SUBSTITUTE FOR WOOD. 


Flanks Ma<le of Cork Will Be U»ed In the 


New Ships. 


Several months ago the board of in- 


spection and survey of the navy depart- 
ment was directed to make an investiga- 
tion with a view of obtaining some prac- 
tical substitute for wood in fitting naval 
vessels. The desire for n substitute was 
the fact that a, lighter material was 
wanted if possible, one that would not 
take BO much space m the vessel, and 
more than anytliing else a material that 
vranld not splinter. It was also desira- 
ble to have a noucoiabustible substance. 


The board has made a report to the 


secretary of the navy, and some of its 
recommendations have been adopted by 
him, and it is probable that several of 
the new ships will be fitted with the 
new material as a substitute for wood. 


One of tho best materials which has 


been found by the board is a wood sub- 
stitute composed of waste cork. This is 
subjected to 400 degrees of heat, aid it 
is then pressed into blocks of any re- 
quired size. It can be sawed into thin 
strips or handled very much as wood is 
handled. Cork has a gum which great 
heat melts mid glues its particles to- 
gether in a compact mass. After being 
pressed it sticks together as tightly as 
if it had grown that way. The cork 
boards may be made heavy or light, as 
wanted. Some of the lighter kinds are 
used in the walls of refrigerators. It 
is a nonconductor and can scarcely be 
made to burn. This material is used in 
the place of wood in German vessels. 
Commander Bradford, who made the 
search and examination of this particu- 
lar substitute, found that tho Germans 
were using it under a patent taken out 
by John Smith of New York, and that 
companies in the United States had ob- 
tained rights for its manufacture here. 
—Washington Post.
